C h i c a g o , 111 ., July 1 3 . — Death 
was the por tion of Joseph Kar us 
for abusing his wife, and the police 
ar e sear ching for a r agged defender 
of a w om an ’s good name. 
A n d 
the wife, a w idow now, has no 
thought for the cur ses that wer e 
utter ed against her with almost her 
husband’s last br eath, but hyster i­ 
cally begs the police to seek out 
the man who inter fer ed to pr otect 
her . 
Kar us and his wife lived at 115 
Nor th Gr een str eet. 
In the base­ 
ment of their home they conducted 
a coal office on a small scale, sell­ 
ing fuel to their pover ty str icken 
neighbor s by the basket, and in 
this fashion eking out their own 
living. 
A few weeks ago Kar us, 
who was close upon 50 year s of 
age and suffer ed much fr om r heu­ 
matism, had one of his per iodical 
attack of this chr onic tr ouble, and 
he employed a str anger who called 
at the house begging for food to 
deliver what coal he sold. 
A ll the 
name 
known 
for . the newcomer 
was Fr ank, but he was an old man 
and so quiet and well-behaved that 
he was plied wdth 
no questions 
concer ning himself. 
Kar us was given to violent bur sts 
of temper and fr equently abused 
his wife with scar cely any pr ovo­ 
cation. 
On sever al such occasions 
the man of all wor k was pr esent 
and his face would dar ken and he 
would abr uptly leave 
the 
r oom. 
Shor tly after supper Tuesday night 
Kar us followed his wife into the 
kitchen of their home and found 
fault with something she had done 
about the house dur ing the day. 
For a few minutes the couple en­ 
gaged in a wor dy war , and then 
the entr ance of Fr ank inter r upted 
them. 
The tr amp sat down on a 
chair near the kitchen door and 
busied himself unr aveling the knots 
in a piece of r ope. 
Kar us left the r oom, but r etur n­ 
ed again and r enewed the dispute 
with his wife. 
Mr s. 
Kar us did 
not answer him and her silence so 
anger ed him that he br oke into a 
tor r ent of foul wor ds. 
A t the fir st 
oath the man of all wor k let the 
tangled r ope slip fr om his finger s 
and his eyes tur ned full on his em­ 
ployer ’s face. 
Ther e was a deep 
fr own on his br ow and his finger s 
wor ked 
convulsively. 
Suddenly 
he spr ang fr om his seat, and with 
a cr y like a wild animal, he hur led 
himself upon Kar us. ^ 
The attack was entir ely 
unex­ 
pected and the 
coal 
dealer 
was 
bor ne to the floor . 
A s 
the 
men 
fell Mr s. 
Kar us 
saw 
something 
glitter in F r an k’s r ight hand and 
she tr ied to dr ag him away. 
But 
he pushed her off and 
the 
long, 
shar p blade of a big pocket knife 
was plunged the next second into 
her husband’s thr oat. 
T w ice mor e 
w a s the knife r aised, and the last 


blow was aimed for Kar us’s hear t, 
and went tr ue to the spot. 
Then the beggar of a few weeks 
ago 
r ose fr om his 
victim, 
and, 
with one look at the woman whom 
he had defended, he tur ned towar d 
the kitchen door and disappear ed 
in the gloom of the back yar d. 
Mr s. Kar us’ scr eams 
attr acted 
her next door neighbor s and wor d 
was sent to the W est Chicago ave­ 
nue station. 
A n ambulance was 
dispatched 
to 
the 
Gr een 
str eet 
house and Kar lis was car r ied to the 
county hospital, but as he r eached 
the door s of the institution he died. 
Mr s. Kar us was taken to the 
station, and ther e 
she told 
the 
stor y of what led to the mur der . 
W hen Inspector Kalas infor med 
her that her husband was dead she 
fell on her knees and begged the 
police to find the man who had 
killed him. 
She for got the wor ds 
of thanks she had uttur ed but a 
moment befor e for his defense of 
her and vowed vengeance on the 
r agged outcast.

Old Newspaper Man Defied the 
Health Officer. 


AT BAY WITH A SHOTGUN 


An Incident o f His Career When His 
Children Had Smallpo x In 
North St. Louis.

Friends of John Franklin Crews, 
the 
v eteran 
newspaper 
writer, 
whose death was chronicled in late 
editions of the St. Lou is Post-Dis­ 
patch Tu esday , are finding su bjects 
for conv ersation in rev iewing the 
old man’s career. 
He was a 
Welshman, small of statu re, bu t 
wiry and strong and fearless. 
He 
thou ght for himself on all su bjects, 
and wou ld no more think of y ield­ 
ing an opinion than he wou ld of 
wearing a bu ffalo robe on the 
Fou rth of Ju ly . 
A great many 
persons regarded him as erratic, 
and he knew they did, bu t he was 
serene in the belief that they and 
not he wereatHicted with obliqu ity 
of mental v ision. 
He had great respect for the law, 
in so far as he approv ed of it. 
Be­ 
y ond that he did not go, 
He'demonstrated his confidence 
in himself and his determination to 
go his own gait du ring the small­ 
pox epidemic of iS8 6 . 
Mr. Crews was then liv ing with 
his children in a two-story hou se 
in North St. Lou is. 
Two of the 
children contracted smallpox . The 
health au thorities sent men to the 
hou se to remov e the patients to the 
pesthou se. 
Mr. Crews said his 
children 
shou ld not go to the pesthou se. 
They were in their own home and 
shou ld remain there u ntil they 
died or got well. 
If the com­ 
mu nity didn’t like their prox imity 
the commu nity cou ld get ou t of the 
neighborhood. 
♦ The health au thorities ex postu ­ 
lated. 
Mr. Crews was obdu rate. 
The health au thorities threatened. 
Mr. Crews thru st the mu zzle of a 
dou ble-barreled shotgu n ou t of a^ 
window and told the health au thor­ 
ities that he didn’t v alu e threats; 
if an attempt were made to inv ade 
his castle he wou ld kill at least two 
of the inv aders and probably more. 
The health au thorities withdrew 
for a consu ltation. 
Mr. Crews 
strengthened his defenses by nail­ 
ing down the lower windows of the 
hou se and piling fu rnitu re against 
all the down stairs doors bu t one, 
which he fitted with an ex tra bolt. 
He wanted to be able to open this 
door easily in order to let the doc­ 
tor in. 
Then he took cou nsel of his 
neighbors. 
He told them that his 
children shou ld not be mov ed, bu t 
that he didn’t intend to su bject 
any one to danger of infection from 
them. 
If the neighbors wou ld aid 
him he wou ld establish a qu aran­ 
tine of his own. 
His plan was to 
let down bu ckets from the second 
story windows, in 
which 
the 
neighbors shou ld pu t food and 
water, all of which ‘he wou ld pay 
for when his trou bles were ov er. 
The 
neighbors stood by Mr. 
Crews. 
The 
health 
au thorities 
protested and rallied withou t av ail. 
Mr. Crews stood gu ard at a second 
story window with his shotgu n and 
su ffered no one to approach ex cept 
those in whom he had confidence. 
He let the doctor in twice a day , 
and drew u p his food, water and 
medicine by means of ropes. 
His fu el gav e ou t and the weath­ 
er tu rned cold. 
He took an ax e 
and cu t away part of the roof of 
the hou se and u sed it for firewood. 
In this manner he held his castle 
for weeks, and finally his children 
recov ered. 
Then he let the health 
au thorities come in and fu migate 
the hou se, after whicK he set to 


work to pay the debts he had made 
du ring the siege. 
It was a cu riou s 
incident; one small man, nearly 6 5 
y ears old, defy ing the constitu ted 
au thorities of a great city and tri­ 
u mphing ov er them by v irtu e of a ^ 
strong will and a 12-bore shotgu n. 
He was nev er pu nished for his de- mi 
fiance of the law. 
Mr. Crews was 
7 8 y ears old w’hen he died.

w h o is w ell k n o w n in Sedalia, for 
$6,444, balance due on a contract 
for the p rivilege of selling refresh­ 
m ents on its race track, reversing 
and rem and ing the 
case on 
the 


grou n d that, as it is d oing a g a m b ­ 
lin g business, this court w ill not 


enforce contracts m ade by it. 
C a rm o d y refused to pay this bal­ 
ance because he contended that the 
association w a s doing an u n law fu l 
business. 
T h e lo w er court render­ 
ed ju d g m e n t for the plaintiff, and 
the defen d an t appealed to the su­ 
prem e court, w h ich reverses and 
rem ands the case, h old in g that the 
association is co n d u ctin g an u n la w ­ 


ful business. 
A l l the 
judges concur 
in the 
opinion, w h ic h is b y J u d g e V a l- 


liant, w h o s a y s : 
“ 
T h e contract w ith the d efen d ­ 
ant w a s for the right to sell refresh­ 
m ents upon the groun d to w h o m so ­ 


ever desired them, not alone 
to 
those w h o attended for the purpose 
of w a g e rin g , but w ith ou t regard to 
the purpose of their 
attendance. 
B u t that statem ent doe^^ not c o m ­ 
pass the w h ole case. 
T o it should 
be added that the bettin g booths 
w ere a part o f the p lain tiff’s race 
track, b y sale, to be used for book- 
m a k in g , the plaintiff d eriv in g the 
revenue, and that the 
object 
of 
p ro vid in g refreshm ents w as in aid 
o f that scheme. 
A scheme la w fu l 
in itself cannot be m ade a cover for 
one that is u n law fu l. 
T h e plain­ 
tiff’ s race track and grand 
stand 
w ere la w fu l to be kept, but w h en 
it adds to those the g a m b lin g booth 
and runs them together, and then 
m akes a contract that is appurtf - 
nant to either and appurtenant to 
both, the court w ill not entertain n 
m erelv because in its application it 
w a s not lim ited entirely to the un­ 
la w fu l purpose.

T h e an sw er avers and the mo­ 
tion adm its that 
the contract in 
suit w a s m ade w ith the design and 
purpose on the part of both plain­ 
tiff and defendant 
of furnishing 
the liquors, cigars and refreshments 
toV h e frequenters of the plaintiff s 
g a m b lin g house w hile it w as in o p ­ 
eration. 
Plaintiff derived a por­ 
tion of its revenues from the sale of 
these g a m b lin g booths, and m a k ­ 
in g their contract in contem plation 
o f.th e concourse of people to be 
tem p ted w ith in its precincts, the 
natural inference is that its design 
w a s to m ak e the place more at­ 
tractive to its patrons by a d d in g to 
the excitem en t of racin g and g a m ­ 
b lin g that of d rin k in g the liquors 
and p a rta k in g of the other refresh­ 
m ents 
that the contract con tem ­ 
plated, that one excitem en t feed­ 
ing the others, thus prospering the 


business of the gam bler, and en ­ 
h a n cin g the m arket value of the 
p lain tiff’ s booths.

C ounsel for appellant, in their 
brief, say : 
‘ G a m b lin g upon a race 
track is the most nefarious degree 
o f g a m b lin g k n o w n to the vicious 
propensities of mortal man. 
It has 
no redeem ing quality. 
It is de­ 
g ra d in g to the last degree. Its his­ 
tory 
is 
the 
abhorrent 
story 
of 
crime, defalcation, em bezzlem ent, 
chicanery, 
deceit 
and ruin. 
N o 
court can regard w ith favor a liti­ 
gan t w hich sues to enforce a con ­ 
tract made to foster and encourage 
such a fatally distinctive v ic e .’

T h e learned counsel expresses 
the truth w ith great force. 
U p o n 
the facts pleaded in the answer, 
the contract in the suit is founded 
on an 
u n law fu l consideration, 
is 
against 
public policy, 
and is in­ 
valid. 
T h e court erred in render­ 
in g ju d gm en t for the plaintiff on 
the pleadings. 
T h e ju d gm ent of 
the circuit court is reversed and the 
cause rem anded to be tried in con- 
torm ity 
with the la w 
herein e x ­ 
pressed.”
